Relief Measure

Torrance and mh(-r communitics
throughout the county will vote
July 26 on whether or not $12,000,-
000" in bonds should be voted to .aid
the needy and the hungry, it has
been decided by the bhoard of sup-
ervifors,

If voted, the first $3,500,000 real-

ized by sale of bonds must be
turned into the budget of the
county charifies department. This
condition was imposed upon the

election by the supervisors
‘Wednesday, in order that the tax
rate might be cut at least 10 cents
on each $100 valation.

Officers of the 3307 clection
boards throughout the county will
receive $2.60 a day instéad of $5,
it was decided, and rental to be
allowed for polling places will he
$6 instead of the customary $10,

At the same time the supervisors
declared they would take immed-
iate steps to repeal the present
county ordinance prohibiting the
expending of welfare benefits to
residents owning property valued
at more than $2600.

County Counsel Everett W. Mat-
toon has advised the county relief
bonds commission that under, the
law the proposed hord funds could
be used to ald, through employ-
ment or direct. relief, only persons
eligible under the three-year resi-
dence law and that none of the
funds so voted %ould be used for
materials on employment projects.
Accordingly, the commission unan-
imously recommended, that the pro-
posal to fssue bonds shall appear
on the ballot as follows:

#Shall-the county of Los Angeles
incur a honded indebtedness in the
sum of $12,000,000 to provide for
the eare and maintenance of the
indigent si¢k and dependent poor
of the county by furnishing em-

ployment and other forms of re-
lief 2"
Lynn D. Mowat has been ‘named
